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men that will be ready to break out into
acts of violenee, evidently for the sole pur-
pose of takine what it wants by the strong
arm without regard to law or rights,

"This is the universal rule of corporate
action. Something either in the character
of the legal adviee that tha corporations ob-
tain, or in the inflnences which control
their executive policy, seems to make it
necessary for them to fight first and go o
law alterward. The result is that when-
ever two corporations want the ssme right
of way, or one wants the right of way and
the other does not wish the first to have it,
both proceed to the levring of armed forces
with all the industry and sbout the same
disregard of public right, that character-
ized the feudal barons in the early part of
the dark ages.

Some comment was made the other day
upon the fact that a Chicago corporation
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SEVERITY WAS REQUIRED,
Judge Stowe’s response to the plea for a
light sentence in the ease of H. F. Voight,
the defaulting cashier of the Farmers' and
Mechanics' Bank, was more pertinent than
favorable. Tostead of taking the lenient
view, the Judge declared that it was a case
for severe puunishment, and carried out that
opinion by & sentence of six years in the
penitentiary.

The view of the Court was certainly more
in accordance with the publie requirements
than the plea for leniency. The latter was
the usual one, that the cushier was led into
specalation and fully expected to return the
bank’s money. But il there is any class
which ourht to koow that to use fduciary
funds to speculate with for the hope of pri-
vate guio is 8 breach of trust, it is that to
whioh this defendan: belonged. To treat
such offenses lightly and to punish reverely
the man who steals small sums would be, as
the Judge said, a parody on justice,

This sentence of six vears to the peniten-
iary will be likely to put the practice of
specuinting with other people’s money out
of fashion, for a time, among bank officials,
st least.

AN EXANMPLE FOR OUR CITIZENS."—
The wupply of n pumber of public drink-
ing fountxins to Piusourg by an eminent
aud apparently philanthropic citizen of
another city, makes good the lack which has
long been prominent, but npot especially
creditable to the Iroa City. The fact that
the utter lack of publie fountains here has
been remedied by extranecus aid might
stimulate pur home capital to efforts in the
line of supplying the other lack in which we
bave undesirable prominence, numely, the
total lackof parks and boulevards. We have
abundance of practical sites for parks in the
range from the Poiot, over the hilltops, to
the open spaces of the East End; bnt so far
the mover for improving them has been
lacking. When New England eapital
gives us fountains might not Pittsburg cap-
ital give us parks, or at least & start for one
ont condition that the eity will undertake
the work of improving it.

MR HUNTINGTON'S PEILANTHROPY.

The statement that King Leopold, of Bel-
glum, iy order to secure the construction of
& railroad from the West African coast to
the Congo region above Stanley Fool, has
obtained from Mr, C. P. Huntington,of this
country, & subscription to the stock of the
railway of §300,0600, crestes s good deal of
interest. Mr. Huntington is reporied as
saying that he subsoribed for that stock
purely out of philanthropic motives,

Thie may be the case, butan intimate
sequaintance with Mr. Huntingion's phil-
snthropic principles in the matter of raal-
road investwente, strengthens the opinion
that Mr. Huntington is confident ol getting
avery good and materisl return for his
philanthropy, and not after many days.
The scoffers will be likely to incline to the
opinion that the opportunities in the con-
structions of the Congo Railrosd, for tich
returns im the line of construction
contracts and stock wateriog operations,
will permit those who get wupon the
ground floor of the enterprise to
make their §500,000 worth of philanthropy
vield them about §50,000,000; which is nbout
the proportion of profits on philsothropy
which Mr. Huntington and his associates
considered the correct thing, in the matter
of thut other philsnthropic enterprise, the
Central Pacific Railroad.

The Cougo Railroud will besgreat benefit
to Central Africa; but we would nat like to
guarantee the Congo traders and shippers
ngainst the chanpes that they will have to
pay large-sised dividends on Mr. Hunting.
ton’s philanthropy.

OUR BELLIGFRENT POWERS,

The regulation ecorporate warfare has
broken out in Jersey City, between the Erie
and the Delawnre, Lackawanns and West-
ern Bailroads, over the question which shall
occupy certain streets in that eity, which
were originally dedicated to the use of the
public. It is instroetive an well as wonder-
ful to observe how exactly these fights
duplicate ench other and how invariably
they all terminate in the levying of petty
warfare by the corporations.

In this case, as usugl, one railrond dis
covered that it wanted to ocoupy certain
streets with additional tracks, nud obtained
perntission of the City Councils to do so.
1 course as soon #s that permission was
granted the otber railroad discovered that
it wanted the same strect itsell, aod pro-
ceeded by the use of mwunicipul infivence 10
obtuin fie same permission that the other
raflrosd bad got. Conséquantly when one
of them sl its men to work laying toe
track, the other turned up with a gung, and
s small sized riov was the result Each
corporation is strengthening its forees and
coptinuing its policy of biring & class of

prop to undertake the governmental
function of execution. In this eonnection
it seems no more than fair to say that when
corporations undertake to levy war the
addition to their powers of that of killing
off eriminals, is somewhat unimporiant,

MEB. FINK'SE TROUELE.

The pending resiguation of Mr, Albert
Fink, the father and exccutive of the trunk
line pool, creates considerable talk in rail-
road cireles. It may be pertinent in pass-
ing to observe that the sensation is rather
out of proportion to the importance of the
event. Mr. Fink hus before this developed
the babit of sending in his resignation when
the trunk line pool does not rus to suit him;
but the railroad presidents bave generally
been able, by renewing their promises of
good behavior, to persuade him to keep on
drawing his salary.

But the ennse which evokes this resigna-
tion of Mr. Fiok is ol especial ioterest to
Pittsburg. Being the apostie of the scheme
to suppress competition, that gentleman’s
resignations have always been evoked when
the forces ol competition prove too much
tor the pool. It is now staled that the re-
duction in iron ore rates for this section is
what has soured Mr. Fionk's existence. The
Pittsburg publie is informed that iron rates
are “‘out of plumb,” and that the old rates
will have to be restored, presnmably under
the penalty that if this is not doue Mr. Fink
will declive to tuke back his resignation.

Possibly Pittsburg can reconcile itself to
the latter nlternative., 1f Mr, Fink’s life in
the pooal is not worth living, uuless Pitis-
burg pays double prices for its transporta-
tion, this seetion will be able to consent to
Mr. Fink’s retirement, and still to cherish
the hope that the railroads will be able to
wriggle nlong without his presiding genius,
as they did in days of yore.

THE PROPOSED SHIP-CANAL.

The renewed agltation lor a ship eanal
from Pittsburg to Luke Erie contemplates a
reversion to old ways of carriage that may
excite some surprise; but the real cause for
surprise is that the project has not been
taken up with more vigor hereiofore. In
this, s in many othe: things, the people ot
Western Penvsylvanis and the Ohio Valley
have rested only too contant with the nal-
ural advantages to hand, easy of develop-
ment. The waterway to the south and
the opportanities of the immense stretch of
navigable lake waters huve been almost
wholly unimproved.

“Dut the day lor these means of trans-
portation nas not departed. As the inter-
ests apd commerciai undertakings of the
conntry multiply many plans must arise
for the facilitation of traffic in the iuterior.
The ship canal from Lake Erie to Pittsburg,
a preliminary survey of which the State
has already sothorized, ie one of these.
The transportation of the country is now
taxed uncommonly every year to pay divie
dends on water in the capitalization of the
railronds. At first sight it clearly looks as
though there would be an abundance of
freight, in the carrying of which time is né
special object, to meet interest on the cost of
an ample waterway between Lake Erie and
the Obio. Incidentally such an enterprise
would inevitably lead to important better-
ments of navigation the whole way down
the river to New Orleans.

It is right that the State and its represen-
tatives in Congress should take a business
hold on this mauler. In plaece of fighting
over peity patronage or factional or partisan
advantage, what would well become men of
braios and ambition in public and busiuess
life is to seize hold of their opportunities to
benefit their locality. Rivalry in such good
works would be weicomed by the publie,

AR ANARCHISTIC EVASION.

Judge Williamson, of Chicage, has given
anarchy & serions set back. If be had not
sent Anuarchist Ducey to jail the other day
for declining to serve as & juror in & rob-
bery case because he did not believe in con-
victing people of crime, it is very likely
that the ranks of the Anarchists would have
been swelled considerably,

Everybody knows how great are the ob-
Jjections of many of our best citizens to serv-
ing on juries. Many of them are able to
escape jury service, but some get caught,
and in spite of pitcous excuses are cribbed
in the box. We can readily imagine how
such unfortunstes a¢ these would have
jumped at Mr. Ducey’s conselentions plea
that his principles would not permit him to
conviet 8 man, if Judge Williamson

bad mnot decided the exeuse invalid
and  changed the irksomeness of
jury service to the disgrace of a

night in jail. It would have been & very
amusing sight to see the bloated bondholder,
and the crushing capitalist, and millionaires
of all sorts and sizes standing on the plat-
form of anarchy and proclaiming their in-
ubility to convict any fellow man of crime,

GRAMMAR AND AGRICULTURE.

We regrel to observe that the students
of the Michigan Agricultaral College
are mot disposed to secept the broad
and liberal view of elastio grammat.
fcal rules that appear from some in-
dications to be oharacteristic of the aay.
They demonstrate this lact by petitioning the
Governor gt that State for the removal of
one of the professors of that justitution be-
canse he habitually uses such termsas “I
bave saw.” “I've came and “you wasn't.”

The objection seems to be a pertinent one
as egaindt & college professor, and yet
whether it is so vital as to force his removal,
depends very largely on the chair be holds.
If he undertakes o instruct the students on

grammar and rhetoric, with such examples |-

of the applied science, itis plain that his
grammatical beresies are as much out of
place, s the doctrine of & modified hell
would be in & Presbylerian thedlogical
semivary. But it Is well to remember
thit a great many men bave ocou-
pied high places worthily, and yet
maintained exactly such strained re-
Intions with the roles of Lindley
Muarray. We are acquainted with lights of
the banking and business world whe follow
the custom of the Michigan pro:essor on “1
huve saw”" almost as rellgionsly as Southern
society adopis the rule of the Missouri Uni.
versity against sounding the “v." Zash
qn..lL John A. Logan, Unele Danlel
Drew and Solon Chase are eminent exam-
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ples of the fact that great men oan fractare .
the English grammar and still be great.

If this Michigan professar, therefore,
holds a position in the instroction of agrl-
enltural science that does not bear directly
on grammar, he may be still permitiad to
hold his position. For instance, if it is his
duty to instruct the rising Michigan ngri-
culturist on the selentific method of clean-
ing out etables or killing hogs, his gram-
matical eccentricities may be not only over-
looked but even tolerated as in harmony
with the subject. Some of the best lights in
the agricultural world on the snbject of
slanghtering hogs or shearing sheep take
exactly the view of grammar that he does;
and the practical results in pork and wool
are not & whit injured thereby.

These coneiderations should induce the
Michigan students to take a liberal view of
the grammatieal question. The rules of
grammar may not be elastic, but their ap-
plication in practical life generally stretches
them & good deal.

PINCHING THE BREADWINNERS,

The industry of the Northwestern millers
in putting up the price of flour beyond all
relation to the price of wheat, is shown by
the fact that they have succeeded in ad-
vancing their asking prices for flour 50
ceats per barrel within the past two weeks.
An attempt has also been made to ndvance
wheat on the report of short stocks and un-
favorable weather, but notwithstanding all
efforts of thut sort the price of wheat has
continued to decline. The millers’ combi-
nation, however, continues to screw up the
price of flour wuotil it is now between 50
cents and §1 per barrel higher than is indi-
cated by the relative price of wheat. OF
course, the inevitable result is that eon-
sumers will buy less flour, and that the mill-
ers who sell their products at a reasonsble
margin will hold the market wuntil the
Northwestern crowd begin to see the advis-
ability of a decent respect for the lawsof
trade. In the meantime, the supply of
breadstuffs is artificially enhanced in price,
and an attempt {s made to impose an exoes-
sive charge on the cost of life for the benefit
of the few, by the stereotyped trust method.

AN EMBLEMATIC BLOSSOM.

The suggestions for adopting s national
flower for this country have occasioned a
great deal of discussion throughout the
various parts of this country. An immense
variety of tastes has been displayed, ranging
from the sunflower, which is naturally the
choice of that shining luminary, the New
York Sun, to Minneapolis XXX, which is
regarded by the gteat Northwest as about
the best flour that this country produces.

All these seleations practically come to
nought in view of the obvious fact that the
one flower that can typify the characteris-
ties of this nation eompletely is the modern
daisy. Some objections may be made to
this selection of & national flower from the
fact that one of the effcte countries of the
older world bas selected that flower as its
emblem. But the daisy selected by the
other nation is the modest, unobtrusive and
not particularly imposing bloss.m which
has been known for centuries. It seems
hardly necessary to remark that the daisy
which typifies the United Btates is not that
kind of n daisy.

The blossom to which we refer is of the
vooiferons and enthusinstic character known
to baseball fields and otherwise trumpeted
forth by our national slang. This is an en-
tirely distinet daisy from the modest variety
konown to BScotlsnd. The United States
should sdopt its own daisy as a national
flower, because this country is a daisy.
